MONTREAL, Oct, 28.—The Prince 
of Wales was this afternoon entertain» 
ed to a civic luncheon at the Place 
Viger hotel, at which he met nearly 
600 of the city’s most prominent pro- 
fessional and business men, Hon. Med- 
erlo Martin presided at the Inncheon, 
and after the toast to the Prinse, His 
Royal Highness spoke as follows: 

‘Mr. Mayor, I am happy to %o able 
to return to Montreal, and I thank you 
for your generous hospitality in on- 
tertaining me to a second luncheon, 
I -was particularly touched, Mr. Mayor, 
with one passage of the addresses in 
which you welcomed me yesterday, 

“The passage when you referred to 
the @mutual understanding between 
English-speaking and French-speak- 
ing sections of the Canadian nation, 
(Applause), 

“That is the matter that J had 
very much at heart, I had {t very 
much at heart when I landed, but hay- 
ing traversed the great dominion from 
coast to coast I have it, if possible, 
gore at heart now than ever bo- 
fore. (Applause), 

Political Wisdom. 

“The union of the two races in Can- 
ada was never a matter of mere politi- 
wal convenience, On the contrary, 
it “waa and will ever remain an ex- 
ampde of the highest political wisdom, 
for which the empire owes an estim- 
able debt to Cartier, to Macdonald 
and to other great statesmen of both 
races, who brought this union about. 
(Applause). 

“Much has been written and said 
about the wuccessful way that the 
British empire has established politi- 
cal union between races of different 
fanguages and different history, The 
unione in Canada and South Africa 
ere only tater examples of the politi- 
eal union between England and Scot- 
land and that brought Great Britain 
itself into existence as a political 
unity. 

“Before that, England and Soot- 
fand had been constantly and bitter- 
fy at war, but since that time they 
fave become so closely united that 
wwe have forgotten that they were ever 
separate peoples, 

“The union between England and 
Scotland has lasted through centuries. 
fhe union between British and Frénch 
faces tn Canada has only lasted half 
a century, but who oan doubt that 
the union in Canada will produce as 
@reat a powerful and as united a na- 
tion as the British itself. (Applause).

than a baseball game. This is, in 
@ Way, the birthday of cricket as 
an American pastime, as it wag on 
October 26, 1838, 81 years ago, to- 
day, that the first cricket match 
for money was played in America. 
Tho cricket teams of New York and 
Brooklyn opposed each other on 
the fleld of the latter club and play- 
ed for $400 a side. 

At that period the game of 
rounders was popular, and already 
the sport was beginning to develop 


{nto the ‘glorified rounders,” now 
known as baseball. In Philadelphia 
“town ball’ was played by the 


Olympic club, the first team of ity 
kind in America, In New. York 
and Now England distinctive games 
somewhat resembling baseball were 
in process of birth, and in 1846 
baseball came into fbeing. Even 
before that Major-Gen. Abner Deib- 
leday had originated a game at 
Coopertown, N.Y., which was after- 
ward called ‘Base Ball.” 

Up to half a century ago, how- 
ever, basebal] had but a small fol- 
lowing among adults, and it was 
‘psually played iby youngsters, by 
whom it was often called ‘Two Old 
Cat,” “Three Old Cat” and “Town 
Ball.” In the meantime cricket 
flourished, and had a large follow- 
ing of “fans” all over the United 
States and Canada. As encyclopaedia 
published in 18558 does not mention 
baseball, while it describes cricket 
as “the favorite outdoor game of 
Americans, both of town and coun- 
try.” 

Professionalism flourished in 
ericket long before it was thought 
of in baseball. Most of the early 
stars of (the diamond were ‘also 
cricketers, In 1874, when the Bos- 
ton and Athletic clubs toured Eng- 
land and Ireland, they played cric- 
ket as well as baseball. They de- 
feated the famous Marylebone 
club, the Sheffields, the Manchesters, 
and the All-Irelands in Dublin win- 
ning all their contests except one, 
which was drawn, McBride, the 
Athletic pitcher, was a fine bowler.

HAZING CAUSES 
OERIOUS TROUBLE 
AT SAGKATOON 


Boy of German Parentage in 
Sophomore Class; Incensed 
Returned Soldiers 


Gaskatoon, Oct. 28.—Serious trouble 
over hazing has broken out at the 
University of Saskatchewan. There 


are a number of returned sold:ers In 
the Freshman class, and the upper 
classmen permitted one of the num- 
ber, a boy of German parentage, to 
cut the halr of one of the returned 
men into weird shapes ‘The original 
decision of the Sophomores was that 
they would not include returned sol- 
dier members of the Freshman class 
in the “initiation,” 
ready rece.ved more “initiation” than 
the Sophos could expecj to give. Last 
night, however, as the time for initia- 
tion neared, practically the entire 
Freshman class jocked themselves in- 
to one of the class rooms, The Sopho- 
mores ran a tire hose through broken 
transom, but could not dislodge the 
Freshmen, One senior forced his way 
into the room, but was throw! through 
@ window by the Freshmen, and suf- 
fered a severely cut wrist. This en- 
Taged the Sophomores, who broke 
down the door and stormed the room. 
The f'eht in the room lasted an hour, 
desks and other furniture were broken 
up and used as weapons. This fight 
was finally stopped by one of ttre pro- 
fetsors, and tho Hreshmes «merge] 
peacefully after «exacting a promise 
from the Sophomores that th‘, hair 
would not be cut, The juniors an’ 
seniors, aroused over the injuries to 
their classmates, held a mstting. how- 
ever, and decided that the Freshmen 
should have their hair cut. In the 
cutt-ng, one of the returned men was 
decorated by the German boy, with 
the r.sult that further trouble is not 
unlikely. Several of the participants 
were more or less seriously injured, 
one suffering a heavy contusion on 
the skull from a piece of lead pipe.
